Theologs. to Enter Team in 
the Inter-Faculty Debating

At the second monthly meeting of 
tbe Theological L'r.rie.rgradna.te. Sneio»y 
last. ni9r.ht the vif.i importa nee of th» 
S. C. A. to Theolog.cil students m' 
emphasied hy Ftev. F. A. Gockln xnA 
ftev. Eltor. Scott. At the conclusion 
a lengthy d'seu*s!on wajt indn'ged in, 
hut could only be truly n^prasaed In 
tiie ramarlft. of young. 

The business meeting was neid pre- 
vienjs to the ta.ii< and the various enm- 
mirrees having met. shown that the 
T,heolo«f Soccer Team would play 
against Science nc~r. Mor.da.y and thai 
there would he a Theological Team 
entered ir. the Inter- Faculty Debating 
Competition . 

Rev. Sltor. Scott outlined the move- 
ment* of the S. C. A. describing it 
essentially as a .'ei'io-vih.p of stu- 
dents, thereby differing from other 
University Associations . In the first 
place it -V.1.H a Ifovement and not a 
Scciet;' havirug for Its ubiect the 
study and under3T.and'.ng ot tihe Life 
of .lesua Chr.'ut.

Yesterday in one of llio city newspapers there appeared a 
letter to the editor deploring what the writer thought to he a 
I ishockinc exhibition of sportsmanship ai last Saturday's game, 
and generally protesting against the players" and rooters' idea 

of fair play. . . 

While we think there is some ground for the opinions cx- 
. -pressed, we wish to answer for these criticisms, feeling that 
McGill and Canadian football were unnecessarily abused. 

Urging the spirit of British fair play which certainly is 
'desired al all times, the writer stated that brutality and play-to- 
:kill tactic? wore becoming all too prevalent on our football cam- 
pus and accordingly predicted a very gloomy future for the 
game if these tactics were kept up. This stand is quite untrue. 
Pootball is undoubtedly the most highly organized and coached 
of games to-day. and for that reason is occasionally blemished 
with poor play on the par; of some naturally over-zealous 
players. But to say that this is of frequent occurence and that 
such unsporting incidents are part of the tactics in the game is 
grossly unfair and untrue. We do not think, moreover, that 
any of the casualties in the game, were due to such tactics. Oc- 
casional unsporting acts have happened in all games at all times, 
and this is accordingly true of football to-day. They are the 
acts of men who know no better or who have not the rudiments 
of fair play in them. .. 

As for the "supposfeâ ungentlemanly act of the rooters, it 
-was merely an overflow of spirits on the part of a few. No one 
was the worse for- ot .and there was no ill-feeling on either side.

simple devotion and recall witli benefit their undying spirit of 
sacrifice.
